Ij.\ciin.\nthks IX Noy.\ Seori.v.—In tin* course of some reiamt 
motoring in Xoya Scotia, my wife and I trayersed an ai’ea in 
(Queen’s County, northwest of Liyeriiool, which had not been 
yisited either by the Gray Merharium Kxpe<lition of 1920 or by 
Messrs. Kernald and Long in the following year.' Shortly before 
reaching it, we had chanced upon the station for Lopliiola at 
Fancy Lake- and oui' appetite for collecting had Ix'en whetted 
thereby, .\ccordingly, wr nunh' stops, ratin')' briet but as long 
as our schedule allowed, in a patch of red-oak woods, on a pebbly 
beach of Fonhook'' Lak*', and at another point on tlu' sanu' lake 
where the strand was composed of solidly compacted black peat, 
cut off so sharply at the wati'r’s I'dge as to form there ;i miniature 

cliff a foot or two high. 

The woods yiehled nothing of intc'i'est. 'The pebbly beach had 
Aster Trtult scduti L. (.1. I'itnitx us yar. saxatilis Fern.) somewhat 
farther east in Xoya Scotia than ri'cordi'd by Frof. f'c'i'iiald. 
pi'aty strand ri'warded us with fjdrluutnlhes tinrlorid iWddt.l 
fdl., a|)parently new to Noea Scotia an<l to ('anada. 'Phe nearest 
known stations are in southeasti'rn Massachu.>;etts. 



This adds one more to the considerabh* list of coastal-plain 
spi'cies with similarly inti'iruiiti'd ranges known from Xoya Scotia 
and suggests that Frof. P'ernald’s prophecy as to the inci'i'asi'd 
propoi'tion id such specii's in tht' flora ol thi' pi'oyinci' which lur- 
ther collection would reyi'ah' might easily be fulfilled.--('.
